NN COUNTY 


Rising Temperature, Catarrhal 
Symptoms; 25 Reported Cases 
During Month 


Stating that 254new cases have been 
reported during the past month and 
inferring that perhaps as many other 
cases exist but were unreported, county 
health officials Saturday called atten- 
tion to the prevalence of measles 
throughout the county. 

Dr. A. A. McKinnon, county health 
officer, reports the disease threatens to 
become an epidemic and urged upon 
all parents their duty to report all new 
cases. 

The usual symptoms of the disease 
include a catarrhal cold and a mount- 
ing temperature. It is advised that 
when these symptoms appear, the child 
should be put to bed and the parents 
should, if possible, consult their doc- 
tor. 

Children who have the disease should 
be isolated from other children for 
seven days after the rash appears. 

“Public co-operation in the prompt 
discovery of new cases and in the iso- 
lation of known cases can do much to 
help prevent an epidemic,” Dr. McKin- 
non said.
